Seek Nationwide Gas Tax 


Relief in Income Returns

Washington, Sept. 2.—The In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau having 
just ruled that Missouri motor 
vehicle owners may deduct the 
amount they pay the state in 
gasoline taxes from their Federal 
income tax returns, Congress will 
be implored at the regular session 
in December to enact legislation 
permitting such reductions in 
every state, it was learned today 
on excellent authority. 

Although the bureau has also 
sued a reminder that its ruling 
plies only to Missouri, it has been 
found by income tax experts in 
Washington that similar rulings are 
in effect in North Carolina, New 
York, Virginia, Delaware and Ken- 
tucky 

The movement for Federal legis- 
lation changing the income tax law 
to allow deduction of state gaso- 
line taxes is expected to have the 
support of the national automotive 
organizations. 

Galen L. Tait, collector of inter- 
nal revenue for the Baltimore dis- 
trict, already is giving the situation 
much attention, it is understood 
with the hope of relieving motor- 
ists in Maryland and the District 
of Columbia of the double tax. 

For instance, it was pointed out 
today that if the Missouri ruling 
were extended to the District, mo- 
torists here would pay income taxes 
on an aggregate of $1,243,000 less 
than at present 

The total reduction from taxable 
|} incomes in Maryland would amount 
to rearly $6,000,000 per year. Every 
state now has a gasoline tax, and 
many of the states are contemplat- 
ing increases The gasoline taxes 
in force this year probably will 
yield to the states a 
of more than $350,000,000 

The whole question turns on 
whether the tax is levied against 
the gasoline dealer or the consumer 
In 1925 the general counsel of the 
| Internal Revenue Bureau ruled that 
only dealers and distributors in Vir- 
ginia, Maryland and the District of 
| Columbia can deduct gasoline taxes 
| from their income tax returns. 

Since the ruling has been reversed 
with respect to Virginia, it is argued 
that the same practice should now 
|apply in the District and Maryland. 
| The Missouri gasoline tax act 
provides that every distributor of 
motor vehicle fuel shall pay the 
state treasurer an amount equal 
to two cents for each gallon of 
such fuel manofactured, shipped 
or sold in the state. Apparently

If the Internal Revenue 
insists on ruling according to the 
technical wording. of each gasoline 
tax act. it is now contended, then 
the states must amend their laws 
SO as to give the motorists a squaré 
deal, or else Congress will be forced 
to amend the revenue act to abolish 
the imposition of double taxation 

Such action by Congress, it is 
pointed out would be required 
wipe out faulty legislation and c: 
fusion caused by numerous and c* 
flicting Treasury rulings

The chief factor in the decline 
in rate of increase over last year 
was the dropping of the rate of 
gain by the Ford Motor Company. 
Sales of this company in the first 
six months were 500 per cent. 
greater than a year ago, when pro- 
duction of the new Model A was 
just getting under way. In contrast 
to this, the gain in the thirty- 
three states reporting for July is 
only 250 per cent. As the Ford 
registrations account for more than 
one-third of the total, this decline 
in rate of increase served to bring 
down the gain for the whole in- 
dustry.

July is that of the 
Chevrolet, which showed an upward 
trend in relation to the 1928 sales 
While the Chevrolet sales for the

Nash production was up 80 per cent. above the first six months of 
1928 and net income advanced 100 per cent., while the production for 
the industry as a whole, excluding Ford, advanced only slightly and the 
net income was up only 1.5 per cent. for eleven leading passenger car 
manufacturers, excluding Ford. 

Nash's output in the first six months of the current year was 
71,191, as compared with 39,A51 in the corresponding period of last 
year, while the net profit for the 1929 period was $10,053,000, as 
against $5,372,900 in the 1928 period. This amounted to $3.93 a share 
this year, as against $1.96 in 1928. 

While it is hardly likely that this rate of increase over 1928 will be 


maintained in the last half of this year, the company is making good 
progress, and net income a share on the outstanding common stock is 
being estimated at $8 for the entire vear, as against $7.63 for the full 
vear of 1928 


The record of the Nash Motors Company is one of the most remark- 
able in the industry. It represents an outstanding achievement among 
the independent manufacturers of passenger cars. Its history has been 
marked by consistent progress under the leadership of one of the strong- 
est executives in the automobile world, Charles W. Nash. With a line 
of cars ranging in price from $900 to $2,000. the company has been suc- 


cessful in meeting severe competition and, while it has gone through a 
few periods when production and sales were off. such as the first half 
yt 1923, the “comeback” has always been strong—tor example, the last 
half of last year 


The company has been mentioned in a dozen merger rumors in the 
past year or so, but each rumor has been met with an emphatic denial 
from Mr. Nash. The most recent report links Nash with Hupp, the rumor 


being that Nash would absorb Hupp, which is experiencing an “off” year 
There has been no official indication that such a merger is in prospect 
Nash Motors. both a holding and an operating company, was 


incorporated in Maryland in 1916, succeeding the Thomas B. Jeffrey 
Company of Kenosha, Wis., which had been established in 1901. The 
company acquired half interest in the Seaman Body Corporation of 
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Milwaukee, Wis., thereby obtaining a satisfactory source of its bodies. 
Nash in 1924 organized the Ajax Motors Company to take over the 
plant of the old Mitchell Motors Company, which Nash acquired in 
that year. Manufacture of the Ajax car was started and discontinued 
later, the activities of Ajax Motors now being carried on by the 
Nash Company. 

The Nash plant at Kenosha is one of the most modern in the industry 
and has a capacity of 1,100 cars daily. 

The foreign business of the company is showing a steady increase— 
1928 overseas sales being 45 per cent. greater than in 1927. The gain in 
1927 was 38 per cent., in 1926, 53 per cent. and in 1925, 114 per cent.

New York, Sept. 2.—Halsey 
Dunwoody, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the Universal Aviation

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Well —What Are Keats? 


The veneer of any culture is so tissue-paper thin 
that it doesn’t behoove the best of us to scorn the 
least of us. And of course, the best of us never do. 
But to those of us who know a very little, scorn 
means very much. 


Let us look for a moment at this thin veneer of 
culture which means so much to us. 


The story of the old lady who got beyond her 
depth at the dinner table affords a good example. 


The life of this old lady had been the life of 
millions of others. Her early struggle had been a 
strugéle for food. And her husband’s later accumu- 
lation of money had outstripped her own accumu- 
lation of culture. 


So, when the conversation turned on poetry and 
somebody mentioned Keats, the old lady, after 
carefully looking over the food that had been 
served, turned to her neighbor and asked in a stage 
whisper, 

‘‘What are Keats ?’’ 


It’s an old story. Those who have heard it smile 
at its remembrance. Those who haven’t, but who 
happen to know what Keats are, either laugh gent- 
ly or uproariously in inverse ratio to the actual 
amount they do know. 


Lei us see, therefore, how much this old lady 
really should have been laughed at by the best 
of us. Let us see how thick this thin veneer of 
culture really is. 


Those of us who left school in the grammar 
érades would probably have to ask what Keats are. 
We, like the old lady, would be the subject of 
laughter and scorn by all the rest. 


Therefore it is important to see how much all 
the rest know. 


Those of us who finished High School probably 
know that Keats was a poet. And that is all the 
most of us do know. Sixty per cent of us will not 
know when he lived, how long he lived nor when 
he died. Ninety per cent of us won’t know even 
the name of a single poem he wrote. And the re- 
maining ten per cent won’t know over one or two. 


And those of us who have been through Univer- 
sity won't know avery great deal more. We shall 
probably know that he lived about a hundred years 
ago, that he died very young and that he is one of 
the world’s great poets. But again, seventy per 
cent of us will not be able to remember the name 
of a single poem he wrote. Thirty per cent of us 
wii, say, “‘Oh yes, he wrote ‘The Eve of St. 


hee and stop there. And probably not over 
five per cent of us will be able to add the names 
of two more of his poems to our list. 


Yet we are the ones who laughed at the old lady: 


And when we take any other group of cul- 
tural acquisitions — biology, painting, geology, 
sculpture, astronomy — the poor little veneer of 
knowledge is iust about as thin. 


Those of us who got out in grammar grades, 
know about the sun and the moon and some of 
the planets and are a little bit hazy about the stars. 
Out of High School, we know what the stars are 
—and stop there. Out of University, not thirty 
per cent of us can name our own planetary sys- 
tem complete, not twenty per cent of us can 
name five stars out of the approximate millioti 
that have been charted, not three per cent of us 
can state the Laplace theory, and not one per cent 
of us are even on speaking terms with the extra 
galactic spiral nebulae. 


We are all pretty much in the class of the ‘other 
old lady who said, ‘‘Professor, Ican understand 
how you can measure the distance of all these 
stars by getting their parallax. And I can un- 
derstand how you can weigh them and tell what 
they are made of by the spectroscope, but what 
I never have been able to understand is how you 
found out their names.”’ 


So it doesn’t behoove the best of us to scorn the 
least of us. 


But what we can do when we see a great mass 
of folk-literature, as in True Story Magazine, com- 
ing from tens of thousands of unknown and un- 
sung recorders of their own emotions, is to lay 
our ear very humbly and very gently to the pages 
and try to understand the spirit of this great surge 
of humanity that is not only responsible for the 
conditions of ourown America, but is pretty much 
sponsoring the attitude of the rest of the world. 


In these True Stories the people are speak- 
ing, gentlemen, and it is good to listen. Because, 
for the first time in history, thanks to your great 
American Discoveries that we have been writing 
about, you are no longer hearing the rumble of 
threats and mutterings, but the high, clear voice 
of those who are now able to gather and garner a 
full share of the good things of life. 


A new and tremendous factor of living is being uttered 
for those who have the ears to hear.
